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ANGER AT POLICE AS 
VICTIM IS 'IGNORED' 
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A FACE OF LATE-NIGHT DEAL 


Musician Vince Martyn claims police were slow to help after he was attacked in the street. 
The late-night assault has left him unable to work because of injuries to his fingers.

A MUSICIAN battered unconscious 
in a brutal unprovoked attack in Deal 
claims police ignored desperate calls 
for help from terrified witnesses. 

But officers did manage to stop someone con¬ 
nected with the incident - the victim’s wife as she 
drove to her injured husband’s hospital bed. 

Vince Martyn, 45, from Walmer, was walking 
with two friends at midnight on Wednesday, 
January 23, when he was set upon by a man wait¬ 
ing in a doorway. 

He was knocked unconscious and suffered 
severe injuries to his head and face, including a 
broken nose and dislocated jaw. 

Injuries to his fingers also mean he is unable to 
play guitar, and so his livelihood is now at risk. 

He said: “According to witnesses I was punched 
in the head in excess of 30 times while lying 
unconscious on the road. 

“The police were called immediately, but at no 
point did they turn up.” 

While waiting for the ambulance, two members 
of the public drove to Deal police station to alert 
officers to the situation. 

Mr Martyn said: “They called the phone outside 
the station and got no answer. They then saw a 
police car drive out from the rear of the station 
and go in the opposite direction to the incident. 

“To make matters worse, when my wife was 
driving to the QEQM hospital in Margate to see 
me after finding out about the attack, she was 
pulled over by a police squad car. 

“They need to get their priorities right - this 
level of incompetence is going to cost someone 
their life.” 

The attack has left Mr Martyn out of work due 
to dislocated fingers and bruised hips as well as

Bus challenge 
in spat over 
Euro tourists

YOURDOVER reader 
William Gore has issued a 
strong challenge to outspo¬ 
ken controversial Canter¬ 
bury councillor Alex 
Perkins who wants rowdy 
European schoolchildren to 
get out of his city. 

The retired oil rig worker wants 
him to catch a bus packed with local 
children on the school run between 
his town of Sandwich and the home 
of the Church of England. 

And Mr Gore said the litter hurled 
out of windows by rude and abusive 
pupils was far more of a problem 
than a few kids “painting each 
other’s hair green”. 

In last week’s paper Cllr Perkins - 
a former city council leader and a 
member of the Liberal Democrats - 
said Canterbury should aspire to 
attracting higher spending tourists 
rather than coach parties. 

He said he wanted to see middle- 
class couples bring in between £150 
and £200 a weekend as opposed to 
the children - who mainly come from 
France and Belgium - spending 
around £5 a trip. 


Cllr Perkins also said the children 
put people off visiting the city 
because of their unruly behaviour - 
and suggested the children go to 
Dover instead. 

But Mr Gore hit back this week, 
accusing British children of far 
worse behaviour than their 
Continental counterparts. 

“If you go the bus terminal in 
Canterbury and catch the Sandwich 
service you can hear them swearing 
at each other, see them spitting and 
throwing litter around. 

“Some of the language you hear is 
out of this world. 

“Then there is the litter they throw 
out of the window. 

“Cllr Perkins needs to get out and 
look at what they are doing - pollut¬ 
ing our beautiful countryside. 

“He should take a ride on the bus 
and see how badly these children 
behave. 

“And the worst thing about it is the 
mouthfuls of abuse anyone gets who 
objects. 

“The language is foul and there is 
the potential for much worse - even 
violence.” 

Cllr Perkins said he thought Mr 
Gore was “probably right” in his 
statement about the behaviour of 
British children. 

But he declined to enter into fur¬ 
ther conversation regarding the chal¬ 
lenge.

his facial injuries. 

He said: “The friends I was with at 
the time of the attack are so trauma¬ 
tised they are afraid to go out. 

“It was a brutal attack which left me 
with terrible injuries and yet the 
police photographer didn’t even take 
pictures until days later.” 

Mr Martyn was also told by wit¬ 
nesses that while he was unconscious, 
his attacker remained at the scene 
and threatened members of the public 
who were waiting with him for the 
ambulance. 

According to a police spokesman, 
officers did attend the incident but Mr 
Martyn had already been taken to 
hospital and people at the scene had 
dispersed. 

The spokesman said: “We responded 
as quickly as possible, launched a full 
investigation and have been making 
inquiries into the attack. 

“We have been keeping Mr Martyn 
informed on the progress and he has 
told us he is happy with the way it is 
being dealt with and doesn’t wish to 
make a complaint. 

‘With regards to the police officers 
that drove away from the station, they 
would have had no idea about the inci¬ 
dent as calls at that hour go straight to 
headquarters in Maidstone.”

Drunk crashed 

DRUNK Luke Price took an Astra car 
and smashed it into another vehicle 
before running away, a court heard. 

Not only was Price, 20, of Tower 
Street, Dover, drunk, but he had 26 
amphetamine tablets in his pockets. 

Folkestone magistrates heard that 
police were called to Burgoyne 
Heights, Dover, on August 8 after a 
disturbance following the crash. 

Witnesses told them the Astra was 
seen swerving all over the road before 
hitting an oncoming Peugeot. 

After a quick search officers found 
an Astra. Price ran off, but he was 
soon captured. 

Price admitted that he had bor¬ 
rowed the car from a friend and the 
drugs were found when he was being 
searched. 

A breath test showed he was over 
twice the drink-drive limit. 

Price admitted taking the Astra 
without consent, possessing Class A 
drugs, drink-driving, having no insur¬ 
ance and no licence, and failing to 
stop after an accident. 

The case was adjourned to February 
21 for probation reports to be produced. 
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Mother's joy 
as injured son 
home at last

A MAN from Dover who was 
stranded in Thailand after a 
serious road accident has final¬ 
ly returned home. 

Richard Price, 38, who was in Pattaya 
doing charity work with orphans, suf¬ 
fered severe head injuries and a collapsed 
lung after a moped crash last November. 

He was left in a coma for five weeks, but 
his mother, June, could not afford the 
flight home for him as he had no travel 
insurance. 

She flew out to his bedside only to be 
told that it would cost £7,500 for the 
flight with a paramedic. 

Thai hospital bills had already reached 
a staggering £30,000 - and although 
much of this had been paid for from 
Richard’s travel funds, the flight home 
was out of reach. 

But after an appeal, enough money was 
raised and he was able to return to the 
UK on Wednesday last week. 

June said: “Everybody has been 


absolutely fantastic. Without them I 
couldn’t have done it and I owe them so 
much. I can’t thank them enough. 

“I understand that Richard should have 
had travel insurance and of course I’m 
frustrated with him for not doing so, but 
there are more important things to think 
about now, like his recovery. 

“We’re only human and everyone can 
make mistakes.” 

Richard was initially taken to Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital but will be moving 
to Buckland. 

Wonderful 

June said: “The doctors and nurses 
have been wonderful, but Richard is not 
under a neurologist at Canterbury and 
he should be. 

“Hopefully, when he is moved to 
Buckland he can settled and get the help 
he needs.” 

Following the accident, Richard was left 
with partial brain damage leaving him 
unable to speak or walk. 

June said: “Although his speech is not 
back properly, he is walking around, 
although he is still unsteady. 


“When it first happened it was like 
starting from scratch. Now he can dress 
himself and walk again.” 

June said: “I don’t know if Richard will 
ever make a full recovery, but I hope he 
finds a settled, happier life here.” 

Richard’s case highlights the impor¬ 
tance of getting travel insurance when 
going abroad. 

A news organisation source based in 
Thailand told Yourdover that Richard’s 
treatment in the Asian country was far 
from unusual. 

He said: “Basically, in Thailand unless 
you can pay your way you don’t have a 
hope. Whether it’s the police, the legal 
system or the hospitals, they are interest¬ 
ed first and foremost in cash. 

“Foreigners do not get a great deal even 
in they have dollars or baht [Thai curren¬ 
cy] to bum - they are regarded as far less 
important than Thai nationals. 

“But a foreign person involved in an 
accident and needing help without cash - 
and possessing no insurance - well, they 
are really at the bottom of the tree. 

“A person who cannot pay will get no 
help at all from anyone over here.”

DIRTY hands are one of the biggest 
risks to health inside our hospitals. 
Today we are helping the NHS launch 
its campaign for our county.

Camilla Moore, the hospi¬ 
tal co-ordinator at Eastern 
and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT), said: 

“Reducing infection for vulnerable people is high 
on our list of priorities, but it doesn’t matter 
how clean we keep our treatment areas if people 
don’t join us in taking responsibility to stay 
clean and keep healthy. 

“It’s all about keeping our hands clean. So we 
all need to use the gels provided or wash our 
hands with soap and water before coming into 
contact with people who are unwell, elderly or 
very young.” 

Gary Turley, a paramedic for the South East 
Coast NHS Ambulance Trust, explained 
there is bacteria present in all of us, which 


is normal and healthy but can become dan¬ 
gerous when our immune systems are low 
through ill health. 

He said: “Our ambulance crews are able to 
prevent further spread of infection through 
deep cleaning and using the latest professional 
methods. 

“However, the vast majority of ill or vulnerable 
people are transported independently by rela¬ 
tives, friends or work colleagues, many of whom 
^ wouldn’t even give a thought to washing their 
hands before helping them.” 

Mr Turley added: “In everyday life 
_ we should all strive to be hygien¬ 
ic in our homes and places of 
I^u4 work, most especially when 
we have vulnerable people 
around us. Hand hygiene is 
vital and washing your 
hands with liquid soap and 
water is the most effective 
method. Hand-cleaning gel is 
a good alternative.”

clean their hands before they 
come into contact with them, he urged. 

Managing director of KOS Media, Paul 
Stannard, said: “We are delighted to be working 
with the local NHS to raise awareness of the 
importance of hand hygiene.

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SICKNESS: The frightening pallor of Rob Livingstone tells of his encounter with the dreaded norovirus 

Illness left 
me feeling 
like a child 


After thousands of people across the county fell 
victim to the dreaded norovirus, the germ finally 
appears to be on the retreat. Yourdover 
reporter ROB LIVINGSTONE tells of his wholly 
unpleasant encounter with this nasty little bug. 


IT had to happen eventually - the 
norovirus caught up with me. 

According to some reports, the label of 
‘epidemic’ was all too soon attached to what 
is probably just a winter stomach bug - so 
chin up and keep a stiff upper lip, you 
pansies (not the most natural position to 
maintain in the circumstances). 

Some health professionals say that in¬ 
creased awareness of the bug has led to high¬ 
er standards of hygiene and prevented an epi¬ 
demic, but as doctors have told patients with 
symptoms not to come forward to prevent the 
spread of infection, the actual numbers are 
more guesswork than anything else. 

Drinking 

Reports, as they say, are conflicting. 

All I know is that five days after my father 
caught it, and three days after my mother 
caught it, I spent an extremely unpleasant 
night experiencing the worst bout of 
vomiting and diarrhoea since I got drunk on 
home-brewed vodka when I was 18. 

Years later and it occurs to me that there 
are many similarities between the norovirus 
and drinking dodgy vodka. 

The projectile vomiting, the lack of control 
over one’s bowls, passing out for eight hours 


the next day - all of these joys came to pass 
and I didn’t even get drunk. 

As I write this piece, my only consolation is 
that, two and a half days after catching the 
bug, my digestive system has been so com¬ 
pletely purged that I can’t be sick any more. 

Based on the experiences of my parents I 
am over the worst. 

I am still highly infectious but, aside from 
the occasional bit of queasiness and perpetu¬ 
al exhaustion, I no longer feel like there is a 
bubbling volcano in my stomach. 

What I am now experiencing is a curious 
kind of nostalgia, though this is probably due 
to the taste of flat Coke (the best way to keep 
up the salt and sugar levels). 

Why is it that the symptoms only manifest 
themselves at night? 

When you’re a child it could be that while 
asleep your level of bodily self-control is 
reduced, but I hadn’t even gone to bed before 
I found myself praying at the porcelain after 
a few nights ago. 

The visits to the bathroom in the small 
hours, the fatalism of siblings and loved ones 
(“If you’ve got it, then I’m definitely going to 
get it”), quarantine from work colleagues. 

It all adds up to a trip back to childhood and 
a detour into long, dark nights of the soul.

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Leaked memo reveals 
Government ID plans 

DOVER campaigners opposing ID cards have 
criticised Home Office plans to make young peo¬ 
ple get one when applying for a drivers licence. 

The revelation about the proposals came 
from a leaked memo at the Identity and 
Passport Service. 

It stated that the government could force peo¬ 
ple to get ID cards if they want to get a driving 
licence, a bank account or student loan. 

It said: “Various forms of coercion, such as 
designation of the application process for iden¬ 
tity documents issued by UK ministers (eg 
passports) are an option to stimulate applica¬ 
tions in a manageable way. 

“There are advantages to designation of doc¬ 
uments associated with particular target 
groups, eg young people who may be applying 
for their first driving licence.” 

Ian Taylor, Dover coordinator of the N02ID 
campaign, is furious about the revelation. 

He said: “As recently as early January, 
Gordon Brown insisted that ID cards will 
remain voluntary for Britons unless 
Parliament decides otherwise. 

“Now we learn that the government plans to 
force many people to get ID cards if they want 
to get a driving licence, a bank account or stu¬ 
dent loan. This planned coercion exposes the 
dishonesty of claims that government ID cards 
would be voluntary.” 

If young people are made to buy an ID card 
when applying for a driver’s licence it will set 
them back £93. 

N02ID is a campaigning organisation which 
focuses on the threat to people’s privacy 
through the growth of the database state.

What do you like about your home town? 


Q 


What is it about charity shops you so dislike? 


A Well, Dover is a friendly town - I really 
enjoy living here. It has so much potential, 
the council needs to start exploiting that. This 
place has so much going for it in so many 
ways. All the history, the castle and suchlike. 

But at the moment we get all these cruise 
ships coming here to dock and tourists just get 
into coaches and they are driven off to 
Canterbury, London, or wherever. 

We need to make sure there is enough here 
to keep them in Dover. That would benefit 
the economy and the community. It’s the way 
this town could move forward in such a pos¬ 
itive way. 

A What would you do to improve matters in Dover? 


A lt is the gateway to Britain for so much of 
the Continent - the White Cliffs are an 
enduring part of the country’s self-image and 
an internationally recognised symbol of identi¬ 
ty. What this town really needs is improve¬ 
ments in its shopping facilities. We need more 
major brand-name stores here. Those sort of 
prestige outlets would attract more people to 
the town. 

Canterbury is a great example - you have 
restaurants, bars and cafes side by side and it 
really looks good. It makes the town so much 
more attractive. We need these rather than 
charity shops. 


Well, I feel bad about saying this. I know 
charity shops generate income for so many 
worthwhile causes, but it just does not look good 
for a town to have so many second-hand stores.

How would you like to develop the premises? 


A Outside seating is one thing I am very keen 
on, especially for the summer months. I 
have been lobbying the council and have man¬ 
aged to obtain permission for 17 tables and 68 
chairs for my customers. 

Previously there were huge restrictions on 
the amount of time that seating could be left 
outside. Basically it was limited to just a short 
space of time in the evening. But I stood up in 
front of the council and got permission to set 
them up from 8am until 11pm. I was very 
happy with that and I am sure my customers 
will be, too.

What do most people drink in your pub? 


Running a pub has always struck me as an interesting 
occupation. How do you find the work? 


A lt’s really interesting, something different 
is always going on. You meet a fierce 
amount of people - of course I mean a whole 
lot of people, not that they are actually fierce. 
But people are constantly coming through the 
doors. We have a good number of regulars who 
I have got to know well and then there’s the 
passing trade, which keeps things variable. 


A Lager is still the biggest seller, but we do 
have a specialisation here - we specialise 
in cider. It’s an up-and-coming drink. We have 
a large variety - we have ‘real’ ciders like 
scrumpy, some on draught as well, and then 
there’s the bottled cider. 

So who is drinking cider these days? 


A lt’s interesting - younger people are drink¬ 
ing it now. It all started with Magners, the 
Irish cider. It was marketed well and became 
hugely popular, but now some people have 
moved on and are experimenting with others. 

I Magners is popular over ice r isn't it? 




Yes, but now is not really the weather for 
that. It’s a real summer drink.

Well, my favourites are cider and Guinness 

But not together?

We won't play second fiddle 
to snooty city up the road 


HOW dare some Canterbury coun¬ 
cillor suggest his city’s cast-offs 
should head for Dover. Why should 
we take on the burden of people 
who he feels do not pay their way? 

Dover has its own world-class attractions - 
the castle notably, but also a fabulous muse¬ 
um, the Roman painted house and, of course, 
the White Cliffs. 

Those cliffs are one of the most recognisable 
sights in the whole of England and we should 
be very proud of what we have to offer. 

It’s not that we have to compete with 
Canterbury in any way, shape or form - the 
cathedral is an obvious world attraction. 

But neither do we need to play second fiddle 
and take people the snooty city does not want. 

It’s worth quoting Cllr Alex Perkins in full. 

After pointing out that visitors already come 
to our castle, he suggested they make their way 
to our town to pave the way for high-spenders. 

These are the people he wants to come here: 

“It’s a minority but you can see French or 


Belgian schoolchildren running around colour¬ 
ing each others’ hair green and spraying each 
other with silly string. 

“We were debating coach parks when I said 
what we need is more hotels. 

“With such facilities we can ask ourselves - 
how many of these coach parties do we need? 

“A middle-aged couple staying in a hotel will 
spend an average of £150-200 a weekend. This 
is against a schoolchild, who spends an aver¬ 
age of £5 per visit. 

“And the children can have a negative effect on 
the higher spenders who want to spend quality 
time here. It is largely a matter of supervision. 

“For example I was outside the Lord’s 
Mayor’s place when a German student - who 
had been wading in the river on a hot day - 
came up to us and we saw he had cut his foot. 
We couldn’t find a teacher - nor could any of 
the other pupils who volunteered to help. 

“Also we couldn’t stop the bleeding and so we 
eventually called an ambulance. When a 
teacher did appear we discovered they had 
been in the pub all afternoon after just super¬ 
vising the children for the morning.” 


What a load of twaddle. 

Schoolchildren the world over should be 
given the right to enjoy the attractions of Kent 
and see what we have to offer. 

“Painting hair green”, “spraying each other 
with silly string” - I’m sure these sort of things 
happen once in the proverbial blue moon. 

And what a contrast his old-fashioned view 
and his middle-class stereotypical attitudes 
are to the stance adopted by Dover council.

Our town should be thankful we have such a 
friendly and all-enveloping attitude instead of 
a narrow-minded, money-grabbing one.

Wind power is 
not just hotair 

I’d like to respond to last week’s 
letter from Bill Hyde. 

The UK has the best wind power 
potential in Europe. Countries like 
Denmark and Germany have 
invested far more into wind farms, 
but their potential is far less than 
our own. 

We can generate more electricity 
from wind power, mainly offshore, 
than any other European state, if 
we build enough turbines. And the 
potential for jobs in Kent from safe 
and clean energy systems is enor¬ 
mous. 

So Mr Hyde is wrong in assum¬ 
ing wind speeds are insufficient to 
achieve such goals when standard 
textbooks on renewable energy 
say otherwise. 

After all, how much electricity 
we get from wind turbines 
depends on how many turbines 
we have built offshore: it is not 
just about the annual cycle of 
wind speeds. 

However, no one has ever 
argued the UK should depend on 
one energy technology. 

The best alternative to any new 
power station is still energy con¬ 
servation. We can easily cut ener¬ 
gy wastage in this country by 30 
per cent and 50 per cent is possible 
in the long term. This is the cheap¬ 
est way to deal with energy needs. 

So we do not need Kingsnorth or 
Dungeness C. 

Other renewable energy tech¬ 
nologies which can produce large 
amounts of energy include wave 
and tidal schemes, ground source 
heat pumps, combined heat and 
power schemes and, above all, 
microgeneration. 

Microgeneration means people 
owning their own solar water heat¬ 
ing, solar panels for electricity and 
ground source heat pumps which 
work in the same way as heat 
pumps on fridges. It is a national 
scandal that schools and other

The first couple of years were not 
hugely successful, their efforts to 
break into the market relying on 
guesswork. But a 1992 cover version 
of Taveres’ hit It Only Takes A 
Minute reached number seven in the 
charts. It was followed by the 
Barlow-penned A Million Love 
Songs, I Found Heaven and Could It 
Be Magic. Take That had arrived. 

Over the next three years the band 
became an international sensation, 
shifting more than 25 milli on records 
and becoming the biggest selling UK 
act since the Beatles. But when 


Williams rebelled against the group 
in 1995 and then left, Take That pro¬ 
duced just one more album before 
splitting the following year. The news 
made national headlines and the 
Samaritans even set up a helpline for 
distraught fans. 

For the next eight years, the former 
bandmates stmggled to forge solo 
careers, with only Williams striking 
gold. But a self-produced documen¬ 
tary in 2004 was followed by a great¬ 
est hits album and, spurred on by 
overwhelming public interest, a 19- 
date reunion tour - without Williams.

Worthy of the Riviera name

DEVON is a delight - moors and 
coasts mix with clotted cream to 
make an enticing, relaxing cocktail. 

Given the almost endless sunshine we 
enjoyed on our trip, it’s also a destination to 
rival anything the Continent has to offer. 

Our first port of call was Bovey Castle on the 
edge of Dartmoor; a smart country house 
hotel in some of the most imposing grounds I 
have seen. 

Built in 1907 by the second Viscount 
Hambleden, Bovey is on the east side of 
Dartmoor. Hambleden was heir to the WH 
Smith empire, and he certainly chose a great 
spot for his home. From our room we looked 
out on green, rolling hills. Beneath us guests 
were playing croquet on the lawn or watching 
a falconry display. 

From Bovey we drove on to Dartmoor prop¬ 
er. No pretty villages here, but a bleak, bracing 
aspect of rock and uplands. 

Exhilarated by the fresh air, we then 
motored south to the heart of the English 
Riviera - Torquay. 

Some are cynical about this area giving itself 
the Riviera name. But it was so sparklingly 
sunny when we arrived, and Torbay looked so 
regal in the late-summer heat, that you could 
easily mistake the views for those seen in 
Cannes, Nice or Monte Carlo. 

Things got even better when we got to our 
room in Torquay’s Paramount Imperial Hotel. 
From our balcony we could see across the bay 


towards Paignton and then south as far as 
Brixham. 

Walking around the resort, it’s clear 
Torquay’s first lady is still Agatha Christie, 
even though the legendary writer died as far 
back as 1976. 

Bom in Torquay in 1890, Christie enjoyed a 
long association with the resort, setting some 
of her stories there as well as nursing in the 
town during World War One and spending her 
honeymoon there. 

She remains in Torquay in the form of a 
memorial bust unveiled as part of the celebra¬ 
tions to mark the 100th anniversary of her birth. 

Close to the Imperial Hotel is a new attrac¬ 


tion - Living Coasts. This is an aquatic centre 
focusing on the conservation of coastal and 
marine life around the world. 

Various birds swoop and soar within the net¬ 
ted confines of the attraction - which some of 
the residents find a bit of an eyesore, but we 
enjoyed thoroughly. 

Nearby Paignton Zoo is also worth a visit as 
is organic livestock farm Occombe Farm. 

Our final outing was to Kents Cavern in 
Torquay. These caves were homes during the 
Stone Age, but were only discovered in the 
19th century. 

It was a calm, mesmerising end to a 
wonderful break.

Dong, says comic Carr

“YOU’RE the first person I’ve 
spoken to today so I sound all 
butch - you are the lucky one,” said 
camp comedian Alan Carr as we 
begin our early morning interview. 
“It’s a once in a lifetime experience 
that.” 

It’s a second day of interviews for The Friday 
Night Project co-host, but he’s not complaining 
because at least he’s got all of his photo shoots 
out of the way - his least favourite thing to do 
at the moment. 

“I’ve just come back from Morocco, and you 
know what it’s like when you’ve eaten and 
drunk loads on holiday. My tan looks good; it’s 
just my belly and man boobs!” 

It’s this tongue-in-cheek, self-mocking 
humour that has made Alan a huge hit with 
TV and stand-up audiences alike, and has led 
Channel Four to hand him his own game 
show, Alan Carr’s Celebrity Ding Dong - 
which began its run on Friday.

“On The Friday Night Project if one of us is 
having a bad day or is hungover the other one 
can just take over and roll with it. When you’re 
on your own there’s no one to pick up the pieces 
when there’s an awkward silence,” he said. 

Alan is the son of former football player and 
manager Graham Carr, who had hopes his boy 
would follow in his footsteps to become a 
sports star. Instead he opted for comedy.

against five ‘civilians’ to win a slice of the star 
lifestyle. Does Alan reckon there’s much 
difference between ordinary folk and those in 
the spotlight? 

“I think people are scum! Why can’t they be 
on telly like me, what’s wrong with them? If 
they got out of bed every once in a while and 
stopped watching Jeremy Kyle they might be 
a star too,” he said. “This is going to come 
across really well, isn’t it?” 


Of course, Alan is only joking. It wasn’t so long 
ago that he himself was a civilian, before 
finding fame through The Friday Night Project. 

Life has changed beyond all recognition for 
him he confesses, as he recounts a story about 
how he and Justin presented Kylie Minogue 
with her ‘icon’ gong at last year’s Q Awards, a 
massive thrill for them, only to have Paul 
McCartney give them a thumbs-up backstage. 

So do all his new celeb mates have the diva 
tendencies we hear so much about in the papers? 

“I definitely have,” he joked. “I don’t know 
whether they do actually. Ill just ask my butler! 

“It’s hard for me as a stand-up comic -1 can’t 
start living that life or be seen as having that 
life, because when you go on stage audiences 
are going to start booing. Nobody wants to 
hear that my electric gates didn’t open and 
then Clara the maid tripped over. 

“But when I was on tour I went to Lowestoft 
and the dressing room was immaculate - it 
was all newly painted and there were flowers. 

“I said, ‘Oh, you shouldn’t have done that!’ 
They said, ‘Oh no, it’s not for you, last week it 
got trashed by an Abba tribute band’,” he 
laughed. “It was Agnetha throwing the telly 
out the window!” 

While fame may not have brought Alan all 
the trappings that A-listers demand, it has 
made him a lot more popular in his romantic 
life. However, he explains, it seems to be the 
wrong sex that ask him out on dates - the 
female sex. 

“I always get women, only women,” he said. 
“And they’re always going through the change.

More people are 
renting their home 

RENTING has become a more 
attractive option than buying a house 
for anyone not on the property ladder. 

The average costs of a mortgage as 
opposed to income are higher now than 
they were in the 1990s when the last 
housing boom peaked, according to the 
UK Housing Review 

But the cost of renting has largely kept 
pace with earnings. 

Steve Wilcox, author of the review, 
said: “Private renting has become more 
competitive as an option for households 
compared to the cost of buying. 

“The sector has grown by 21 per cent 
in the last five years across the UK 
and is fulfilling a significant role in the 
housing market. 

“With the rates of population and 
household growth outstripping current 
and planned new house building, we are 
likely to see continuing growth of the 
private rented sector.” 

The findings were backed by Adrian 
Coles, director general of the Building 
Societies Association, who added: ‘With 
first-time buyers finding it difficult to get 
on the housing ladder the private rented 
sector is providing accommodation to 
increasing numbers of people.” 

Church is on list at 
property auction 

CLIVE Emson Land and Property 
Auctioneers are putting a variety of 
homes and business premises under the 
hammer later this month. 

The auction will take place at the 
Ramada Hotel and Resort in 
Hollingboume on February 15 at 11am. 

Among the more unusual properties on 
offer are a former church in Faversham, a 
social club in Chatham and the 
romantically named Cemetery Lodge in 
Love Lane - another Faversham address. 

Eight self-contained flats are also 
going under the hammer, so any 
potential landlords willing to fork out in 
excess of £1 million could find 
themselves sitting on a goldmine. 

Five flats are also on offer in West 
Street, Sheemess, while the catalogue is 
also full of grazing, equestrian and 
leisure plots, including a third of an acre 
village site with planning permission for 
one detached dwelling in Bethersden. 

One of the most interesting properties 
is a Grade-II Listed farmhouse called 
Sacketts Hill, near Broadstairs, which is 
a fabulous property.

Open-plan not always 
an attractive solution 


INCREASING numbers of people 
are knocking down internal walls 
to enjoy open-plan living, according 
to a new study. 

The research by Halifax Home Insurance 
discovered that 2.9 million rooms have 
disappeared over the past five years. 

This year a further 2.1 million homes will be 
set upon with sledge hammers - losing at 
least one room in each property. 

The most frequent victim is the formal 
dining room which has become a largely 
unused space for many Britons. 

If this recent trend continues the traditional 
dining room could be ‘extinct’ by as early as 
2020. 

But it’s not just dining room walls set to 
topple. About 190,000 walls will be lost to

create larger living rooms and around 170,000 
utility rooms will become incorporated into 
kitchen areas. 

Also 125,000 studies will be combined with 
adjoining rooms to create more spacious 
bedrooms, lounges and bathrooms. 

The survey looked at how living spaces have 
changed in recent years. 

But Halifax Home Insurance is concerned 
after finding that one-in-four of those planning 
to knock down a wall in the next 12 months 
intend to carry out the work themselves, 
rather than employ a professional. 

The company warns that any damage 
caused by homeowners is unlikely to be 
covered by their home insurance policy. 

A spokesman said: ‘Using a professional 


tradesman greatly reduces the risk of any 
damage occurring in the first place and a 
reputable builder should have the necessary 
public liability insurance in place should any 
damage to property occur while the work is 
undertaken.” 

‘We also urges homeowners to notify their 
insurer prior to undertaking any building 
work, especially after research found that only 
half of homeowners that have removed an 
internal wall in the past five years notified 
their provider. This is a standard requirement 
across the insurance industry, as internal 
changes can often affect the level of risk 
associated with the property and could 
consequently invalidate a policy. 

“It’s also important to seek advice from the 
local authority as you may need to get 
building control approval.”

IN case you didn’t know it, 'not all 
4x4s are the same’. 

That’s Honda’s mantra to promote the latest 
CR-V 4x4, as the anti-4x4 debate heats up in 
step with the planet. 

The Japanese marque has a point. ‘4x4’ cov¬ 
ers anything from the tiny Fiat Panda 4x4 to 
grey import monsters from the USA, delivering 
extremes in fuel consumption, ‘footprint on the 
road’ and potential threat to other road users. 

By persecuting ‘gas-guzzling 4x4s’, protest¬ 
ers may damn cleaner, smaller and less 
threatening cousins such as the new CR-V. 

However, Honda cannot be too righteous; the 
Mk 1 CR-V was one of the original compact off- 
roader lookalikes, complete with tailgate 
mounted spare wheel, and it never offered 
diesel economy. Its successor was even chunki¬ 
er and still took time to acquire a diesel. 

But Honda saw the writing on the wall; 
its third generation CR-V is so much like a 
high-riding estate cum MPV that you might 
question who it is designed to please. 

There is no doubting quality though and the 
ergonomics are excellent, with Honda favouring

a gearshift closer to the dashboard where the 
left hand naturally drops to it from the wheel. 

Fittings are upmarket and comfort levels 
excellent, with good lateral support on the 
front seats, plus adjustable armrests. 

Rear passengers are well catered for, though 
the rear of the centre console stowage bin robs 
legroom from the middle seat. 

Split/folding 60/40 rear seats can also be 
adjusted fore and aft though ultimate boot 
space is hampered by roof lining encroach¬ 
ment at the sides. 

On the road, the car picks up from and betters 
its predecessors; the 2.2 diesel plus six-speed 
gearbox tested in best-selling mid-range ES 
trim impressed with performance, refinement 
and economy - a 40mpg average is possible. 

Grip is beyond reproach, though this is 
another compact 4x4 that runs mostly in 
front-wheel drive, switching power rearwards 
as required. 

The CR-V also comers without the lurching 
that troubles so many 4x4s, yet ride quality 
has not been compromised to deliver this 
driver and passenger-pleasing trait. 

No, not all 4x4s are the same.

Wood recycling is a significant part of Kent County Council’s strategy to drive up overall levels of 
recycling.

It must be stressed that Kent County Council Waste Management is primarily interested in solutions 
which recycle the wood rather than recover energy from the wood waste.

CHAOTIC office and factory conditions 
cause half of workers to get depressed or 
fed-up - and one in five employees is pre¬ 
pared to leave a job over a disorderly 
work environment, according to new 
research from Lloyds TSB. 

Overflowing filing cabinets, excess fur¬ 
niture and piles of clutter are named as 
common sights in almost half (47 per 
cent) of workplaces, with one in ten UK 
employees admitting to working in a 
state of disorder.

January stays static

Stress adds 
to sick rate

ONE of the nation’s leading emo¬ 
tional support groups has found 
workplace bullying is “endemic” 
and that for an incredible one in 
four people it is a weekly and 
even daily cause of stress. 

The Samaritans, which has offices in 
Ashford, Canterbury, Folkestone, Maid¬ 
stone, Rochester and Tunbridge Wells, 
found in a nationwide survey that more 
than 80 per cent of workers had been bul¬ 
lied during their careers - and a third are 
so stressed they have dreamed of quitting 
for a life abroad. 

More than half say their jobs are getting 
more stressful and work is overtaking their 
home lives. 

The Samaritans’ Joe Ferns said: “Job- 
related stress has a serious and unrecog¬ 
nised impact on the health of the nation 
and the economy, affecting concentration 
and efficiency. 

Thirteen milli on working days were lost 
to stress, depression and anxiety in 2005 at 
a staggering cost of £3.7 billion to UK firms. 

“There is not enough openness - we 
should be encouraging employers and 
employees to speak out and discuss prob¬ 
lems before they escalate.” 

Young employees (aged 18-24) are most 
vulnerable to stress, with 38 per cent feel¬ 
ing less likely than all other age groups to 
talk openly to their managers and 57 per 
cent unable to talk to colleagues. 

Forty-eight per cent are more likely to be 
bullied by clients and customers, whereas 
more than half of other age groups reported 
being bullied by their managers. 

Occupation has a major influence, with 
more than 40 per cent of IT workers, retail¬ 


ers, caterers and engineers feeling unsupported 
at work and more than half unable to deal with 
stress, compared with people in health, educa¬ 
tion and finance more than half of whom claim 
they receive adequate support at work. 

The survey also showed that: 

• 32 per cent of workers feel their employers 
turn a blind eye to the problem of stress and 43 
per cent feel their bosses try to get as much out 
of them as possible, regardless of their stress 
levels. 

• More than half have seen colleagues cry 
over pressure and 83 per cent would rather say 
they were sick with flu or another problem 
rather than admit they were stressed. 

• When it comes to sharing domestic stress, 
three-quarters of women in the UK take sole 
responsibility for domestic tasks.

Athletic trailed Dulwich’s first half penalty, but 
despite heavy pressure they looked to have blown 
their chance to salvage anything from the game. 

But with just three minutes remaining, 
Welford latched on to a flick-on and lashed a left¬ 
footed volley into the top comer from 15 yards. 

The draw ended a mn of three successive 3-0 
victories, which propelled the Whites back to 
the top of the table after defeat at Chatham last 
month. 

Athletic boss Andy Hessenthaler is pleased 
with the character his side have shown in 
recent weeks. 

He said: ‘We are on a good run of form and I 
have to say the boys have responded brilliantly 
since the defeat against Chatham.

attention in recent weeks, the best signing of 
the season could be bringing in goalkeeper 
John Whitehouse from Chatham. 

Hamlet’s goal was the first he had conceded 
in three matches and Hessenthaler is delighted 
with his latest acquisition. 

He said: “Until we signed John Whitehouse 
we have not had much competition for the 
goalkeeper position, so it is great for the club to 
have John. 

“He first came to my knowledge after he had 
a magnificent game for Chatham against us 
earlier in the season. He then went on to repeat 
it against us a few weeks ago. 

“He has performed well in his first games for 
us and has put the pressure on Dean Ruddy to 
win his place back.” 

The club were also boosted last week when 
Craig Cloke signed a new contract, which will 
keep him at the club until 2010. 

Hessenthaler said: “He is a Dover lad through 
and through and would do anything for this 
club. He has been here for nearly ten years and 
has been a great servant.”

ON loan Gillingham teenager Marvin 
Hamilton scored twice to give 
Folkestone Invicta their fifth win in 
six home games and propel them to 
within a point of the Ryman 
Premier’s top half. 

The visitors struggled after their goalkeeper 
was sent off early in the second half for bringing 
down Lloyd Blackman, with defender Kevin 
Watson dispatching the penalty. 

Invicta’s victory extended their formidable 
recent record at the Buzzlines Stadium which has 
taken them clear of relegation trouble. 

Folkestone are in a cluster of five clubs separat¬ 
ed by one point and while Invicta boss Neil 
Cugley was pleased with the result, he was not 
getting carried away with their league position. 

He said: “The table is unbelievable, if we win 
we go shooting up but when you lose you drop a 
few places. 

“I think we need five more wins and then we can 
relax a bit, our target is to finish in mid-table. 

“It was hard work against Tonbridge, but we 
stuck to our task. I’m pleased to see Marvin get a 
couple of goals. It was a gamble to play him up 
front, but one that paid off.” 

Hamilton put the hosts in front after 12 
minutes, but the visitors went in level at the 
break thanks to a goal from Carl Rook. 

The game turned towards the home side just 
after the break when Tonbridge Angels goalkeep¬ 
er Matt Reed brought down Lloyd Blackman. 

Reed was sent off and with no substitute "keeper, 
the visitors were forced to put an outfield player in 
goal. Midfielder Robbie Kember took over, but 
could not prevent Watson putting Invicta in front. 

Hamilton put Invicta 3-1 up, but his Gills 
colleague Tom Bryant scored an own goal in 
stoppage time to complete the scoring.

A THREADBARE Folkestone side were 
missing 22 first XV players as they 
succumbed to their heaviest defeat of the 
season at Crowborough. 

The original fixture was postponed, so 
under league rules the fixture was 
rearranged for the first available free 
weekend. 

With many players planning ahead to 
make other arrangements on their week¬ 
end off on top of a sizeable injury list, 
Folkestone could not field a full squad - 
naming only two replacements. 

Gee Aquavive, Mike Gardiner and Martin 
Murray were drafted into the squad for then- 
debuts and Matt Weatherley made his first 
appearance since the start of the season. 

Weatherley made a bright start but was 
forced off injured after only ten minutes. 

The afternoon got worse for the visitors 
as Darren Lehmann, Mark Rogers and 
Ollie Brooks all limped off to leave 
Folkestone with only 13 fit players in the 
final 20 minutes. 

Despite all their problems, the Stones 
kept the game tight in the first half. 

Seyhan Fell opened the scoring with a 
penalty before the home team scored two 
quick tries. 

Stones hit back with another penalty and 
Chris Gamble almost ended a brilliant 
move with a try. 

Crowborough moved in for the kill in the 
second half as Folkestone’s numbers 
depleted, but those that remained played 
with great spirit. 

John Eustace, 18, had an excellent game. 
He was promoted into the first XV from the 
club’s youth system towards the end of last 
season and is improving with every game. 

The defeat left Folkestone in sixth place 
in London South East Four ahead of 
Satin-day’s trip to basement side Horsham. 

Elsewhere, former Folkestone player and 
current England women’s captain 
Catherine Spencer helped her side begin 
the Six Nations in style. 

The 28-year-old scored a try as Wales 
were humbled 55-0 at London Irish RFC. 

It was the perfect start as the team look 
to become the first to win a third consecu¬ 
tive Six Nations Grand Slam.
